In the prior Amendment, Applicant has argued that there is no motivational support to combine the two references cited in the first Office 
Action. Applicant apparently advanced two reasons as to why the first Office Action did not provide proper motivations. In the Final Office 
Action, the Office has addressed each of the reasons. 

In the After Final Amendment (in response to the Final Office Action), Applicant indicates that the Office has misunderstood Applicant's 
position in the Amendment, and that the problem with the original 35 U. S. C. 103 rejection is that there is no evidentiary support for the 
motivation. 

The evidentiary support has been provided, with the specific citations, in the Amendment, as well as in the original action. The idea that a 
video capability and VoIP phone maybe combined has been presented in lines 14-16, paragraph 0072 of Kimchi and lines 15-18 in 
paragraph 0075 of Kimchi clearly suggests the general idea behind combining the relevant features in the prior art references. 
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
